is what a boy of nineteen 
saw forty six years ago 
On the second day of July 
1863 
John B Hoods 
celebrated 
division 
was doubling the enemys 
columns 
like a wet blanket around and be- 
yond

Top 
looked favorable for 
us boys in gray 
So much so that 
victory was 
assured 
When 
this greatest of Division 
John 
B 
Hood 
was 
carried 
from 
the 
field 
terribly 
wounded 
his strong

of 
battle 
His 
sublime 
was not there any more 
to give confidence 
and encourage 
ment to his men 
As a result 
our 
troops failed to press 
their 
van 
tage 
Round Top was occupied 
by 
the enemy during the night 
They 
were quick to see their 
advantage 
and when the sun rose on the third 
day of July 
1863 it was plain 
that 
the enemy held the key 
From this 
great vantage point they promptly 
opened an enfilading 
fire 
upon our 
lines 
making it possible for Lees 
defeat at 
Fortv six 
years 
ago 
today 
two 
terrible armies with banners 
defi- 
antly

faced each other 
not a gun 
was 
fired 
not a sound 
broke the 
silence 
except the pitiful cries and 
appeals from our wounded 
between 
the lines begging for water 
The 
Yankees heard them 
and went out 
with well filled canteens and stretch- 
ers

Late on the afternoon of July 4th 
all of us realized that that particu- 
lar

the saddest 4th of July ever record-
